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THE PRESIDENT’S PAGE

The National Recreation Association published a book called “A Treasury 
of Living’ in 1950. It was written by the late president of the association, 
Howard Braucher. 

The chapter that most impressed me was Mr. Braucher’s message he sent 
to friends at Christmas time. The following is the message he sent in 1906, 
which I believe is most appropriate for our Christmas edition of The Postgrad: 

“Tt would be hard for any man to over estimate what he has received from 
those true friends whose wealth and personality has enriched his own. ‘The 
child in passing left his faith; the young man his unconquered ideals; the man 
his power; the mother her tender sympathy; the old man his calm. They went 
their way and knew not their lives were mine forever. To acknowledge to oneself the 
debt to those who have shared even a little of their life and strength with him; to 
realize that one’s purposes, ideals, and enthusiasm have been largely kindled by 
those friends; to feel that the friends one has known well have really become a 
part of one’s own life, so that they would continue to live in one even should they 
die; to be conscious that one is only passing on a life which friends have given 
him — is to be forced to make acknowledgement to those who have so generously 
given the inspiration of their friendship. The day of the birth of the Christ 
child seems not an unfitting time to own the debt to some of these friends through 
whose lives the Christ-spirit has been meditated to one’s own.”

OF 


THE ASSOCIATION OF ALUMNI 
OF 


SIR GEORGE WILLIAMS COLLEGE 


(This constitution was presented to a general meeting of the 
Association of Alumni on Dec. 9) 


ARTICLE I. NAME 

This Association shall be known as the Association of Alumni of Sir George 
Williams College. 

ARTICLE Il. PURPOSE 
Sec. 1. To preserve the fellowship of the graduates of Sir George Williams 
College through social and intellectual activity. 
Sec. 2. To preserve, extend, and promote the interest of Sir George Williams 
College and to assist in the furthering of student welfare. 


ARTICLE Ill. HEAD OFFICE 
The Head Office of the Association shall be in the City of Montreal. 


ARTICLE IV. FINANCIAL YEAR 
The financial year of the Association shall end on the 31st day of March in each 
year, or at such other time as may be determined by the Board of Directors. 


ARTICLE V. MEMBERSHIP 

Sec. 1. Active Members: The following shall be eligible for membership in 
the Association upon payment of the regular dues: 
(a) Any holder of a degree from Sir George Williams College. 
(b) Any holder of an Associate Diploma. 
Sec. 2. Associate Members: The following shall be eligible for associate 
membership in the Association subject to the approval of the Board of Directors: 
(a) Any officer of instruction of the College, past or present. 
(b) Any friend of the College who subscribes annually to its support. 

Associate members are not required to pay any dues and shall have full 

privileges of membership except the right to vote or hold office. 
Sec. 3. Honorary Life Members: The Board of Directors may at a meeting 
specially called for the purpose elect any persons included in Section II, paragraph 
(a) of Article V and any other persons connected with or interested in the Col- 
lege to Honorary Life Membership in the Association, under such designations 
and upon such terms and with such rights, except the right to vote, as it may 
from time to time determine. 
Sec. 4. Emeritus Members: Any member who has reached the age of 65 
years and who has been a member of the Association for the entire period from 
the date of his eligibility for membership in the association, or from, January Ist, 
1959 which ever may be the later date, may be elected to emeritus membership 
by a majority vote of the Board of Directors. 
Emeritus members shall enjoy all the rights and privileges of active membership 
but shall not be required to pay any annual fee or assessment. 
Sec. 5. Life Members: Any person eligible for membership in the Associa- 
tion contributing $150.00 to “The Alumni Fund” shall be called and become a 
life member and shall have membership privileges for life, including ordinary 
publications. 
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A fund known as “The Alumni Fund” shall be established consisting of the subs- 
cription thereto by life members, and the capital and revenue of the Fund may 
be used for the purposes of the Association as the Board of Directors may 
determine. 

ARTICLE VI. OFFICERS 
Sec. 1. The officers of the Association shall be a President, a 1st Vice President, 
a 2nd Vice President, a Secretary and a Treasurer, all elected from the members 
of the Board of Directors, and the Immediate Past President while still a member 
of the Board of Directors. 
Sec. 2. The officers shall be elected for a two (2) year period of office at a 
meeting of the Board of Directors to be held immediately after the pertinent 
Annual General Meeting. They shall be elected from a slate prepared by the 
nominating committee and from among others nominated by the directors. 
Sec. 3. The duties of the officers shall be those commonly pertaining to their 
respective offices. 
The president shall be ex-officio a member of all committees. 


ARTICLE VII. BOARD OF DIRECTORS 
Sec. 1. There shall be a Board of Directors consisting of : 
(a) Twenty-one directors, seven of whom shall be elected each year for three 

years. 

(b) Arepresentative of the current graduating class (ex officio) . 
Sec. 2. Quorum: Seven directors shall constitute a quorum for the transac- 
tion of business. 
Sec. 3. Any member of the Board of Directors who has served thereon for two 
(2) consecutive terms shall be eligible for election thereto, only after the expiry 
of at least one (1) year after such two (2) consecutive terms shall have expired, 
with the exception of those Board members who have held office in the Associa- 
tion, in which case, they shall be eligible for three (3) consecutive terms. 


Sec. 4. The Board of Directors shall administer the affairs of the Association in 
all things and make or cause to be made for the Association any contract which 
the Society may, by law enter into; and in particular shall have power to appoint 
any member of the Association in good standing to fill any vacancy arising 
amongst the officers, directors, representatives or committees elected by the Asso- 
ciation. Anyone so appointed shall hold office until the next Annual Meeting (or 
until any intervening Special General Meeting called for such purpose), which 
shall either confirm the Board’s action or take other action to fill the vacancy in 
question, the appointee to hold office for the balance of the term of office of the 
one in respect of which the vacancy occurred; shall have full charge of the ballot- 
ing and shall pass upon applications for membership in the Society in necssary 
cases. 


ARTICLE VIII. EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
During the interval between the meetings of the Board of Directors an Executive 
Committee comprising of officers of the Association shall be empowered to tran- 
sact business for the Association. 


It shall have all the powers of the Board except that of amending Bylaws and 
its decisions shall have force until the next meeting of the Board of Directors, 
and in default of confirmation thereat, shall as and from that time, cease to have 
force and effect. 


Three members shall constitute a quorum. (Continued on page 10) 
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ARTICLE XI. ADVISORY COUNCIL 
There shall be an Advisory Council of the Association. It shall consist of the Past 
Presidents of the Association, the Past and Present Representatives of the Associa- 
tion on the Board of Governors, the Chairman of the Board of Governors (ex 
officio), the Principal of the College (ex officio), the Dean of the College (ex 
officio) and the President of the Association (Chairman). 


It shall meet on the call of the President to consider matters referred to it by the 
Board of Directors. 


ARTICLE X. STANDING COMMITTEES 
Sec. 1. The Board of Directors may appoint such standing Committees as it 
may deem expedient, more particularly but without restricting the generality of 
the foregoing, the following: 
(a) Finance Committee. 
(b) Publications Committee. 
(c) Programme Committee. 
(d) Membership Committee. 
(e) Recognition of prominent graduates Committee. 


These Committees shal report periodically to the Board through their chairman, 
who shall preferably be a member of the Board. The Committee chairman shall 
have the power to add to its Committee from the membership of the Association. 
Sec. 2. In the discretion of the Board a member not on the Board may be 
appointed Chairman of a standing committee and may be invited to attend 
meetings of the Board as required. 

Sec. 3. The Committee of Prominent Graduates shall consist of a Chairman 
appointed by the Board and the Association’s Representatives on the Board of 
Governors with power to add. 

The functions of this Committee shall be to study and report (with recommenda- 
tions) to the Board upon the qualifications of any graduate whose name is submit- 
ted for consideration for honours in the gift of the Society or to be granted by the 
College at the solicitation of the Association. Posthumous recognition is included. 


ARTICLE XI. NOMINATION COMMITTEE 
A nominating Committee shall be appointed annually by the Board of Directors 
and shall consist of five members of the Board and two other persons taken from 
the membership at large. 
In electing the members of this Committee, representation from each of the 
College Faculties should, as far as is practicable be considered. 
Five members shall constitute a quorum. 
The duties of the Nominating Committee shall be to present, through the Secre- 
tary, nominations for all vacant offices on the Board of Directors to be filled. 
The members of the Nominating Committee who are Board members shall also 
present, through the secretary, nominations for all other offices to be filled by 
the Board of Directors. In this latter instance four members shall constitute a 
quorum. 
Prior to March Ist in each year, the respective Nominating Committees shall 
transmit to the Secretary nominations for all offices to be filled in the Association 
in that current year. 
The Secretary shall publish these nominations in the Spring issue for the current 
calendar year of the official publication of the Association. (Continued on page 12) 
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Additional nominations for the Board of Directors, signed by at least ten mem- 
bers of the Association entitled to vote, shall also be placed on the ballot by the 
Secretary if received by him at least ten (10) clear days before the annual meeting. 
The nomination must include the signed consent of the member so nominated. 
In the year 1959 this Committee shall present nominations for the offices of the 
21 directors, 7 of which shall be elected for 1 year, 7 for 2 years and the remaining 
7 for 3 years. 

Representatives to the Board of Governors: Two representatives to the Board 
of Governors shall be elected by the Board of Directors from its own members to 
hold office for a term of two years, election of one being held each alternate year. 
In the year 1959, the nominating Committee shall present nominations for these 
offices, one of which shall be elected for 2 years and, the other for a period of one 
year. Only members of the Association who are graduates of degree courses of 
10 years standing shall be eligible for election to the Board of Governors. 


ARTICLE XII. DUES 
The annual dues shall be $5.00 payable in advance on the Ist day of each financial 
year of the Association. 
In the case of students eligible for membership who are leaving the College, the 
payment of the first annual dues shall entitle such members to all the privileges 
of membership for the balance of the current financial year of the Association and 
for the whole of the ensuring financial year. 
Students entering fourth year of university will be assessed ten dollars. These dues 
will entitle these students to all Alumni publications during their final year of col- 
lege, plus full membership privileges in the Association of Alumni during their 
first year after graduation. 
ARTICLE XIII. MEMBERS IN GOOD STANDING 
Sec. 1. Anactive member shall be deemed to be in good standing until 30 days 
after the beginning of a financial year of the Association for which he has not 
paid his dues. 
Members who are not in good standing shall have none of the rights of active 
members, and in particular shall not have the right to vote or to act as officers 
of the Association or members of any Committee, and if elected to such office or 
committee may be replaced by the Board of Directors at its discretion, provided 
that the Board if Directors may determine from time to time the length of the 
period during which publications may continue to be addressed to such members, 
and provided further that no action taken in good faith by the Association or the 
Board of Directors shall be invalidated solely by reason of the fact that a member 
not in good standing may have voted without objection in support of the said. 
action, 
A member not in good standing shall become in good standing by paying his dues 
for the current financial year, with retroactive effect to the beginning of said year. 
Sec. 2. Associate members shall be considered to be in good standing as long 
as, by decision of the Board of Directors, they are associated with or supporting 
the University. 
ARTICLE XIV. BRANCH CHAPTERS 
Any ten persons eligible for membership in the Association, residing in a given 
locality outside of Metropolitan Montreal, may form a local organization which, 
upon approval of the Board of Director, may be enrolled as a Branch Chapter, 
providing, however, that the Constitution or By-Laws by which it shall be gov- 
erned shall not conflict with the By-Laws of the Association. (Continued on page 14) 
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Of the annual dues from members of the Association who are also members of a 
Branch Chapter, one (1) dollar shall be allotted to the Branch Chapter and the 
balance shall be allotted to the Association. 

Branch Chapters may also exact such additional dues as they may determine. 
Life members of the Association may become members of a Branch Chapter 
upon paying such dues, if any, as the Branch Chapter may determine. 

It shall be the duty of the Secretary of each Branch Chapter to send to the Secre- 
tary of the Association as soon as possible after the beginning of each financial 
year a list of the members of the Branch with their addresses. 

The Secretary may, with the approval of the Board of Directors, arrange for the 
collection by the Association of the dues of Branch Chapters or for the collection 
by Branch Chapters of the dues due to the Association in such manner as the 
Board of Directors may from time to time determine. 


ARTICLES XV. AUDITORS 
Auditors shall be appointed for the ensuring year by the Association at its Annual 
Meeting. 
They shall examine the books of the Association and shall report in writing at the 
Annual Meeting, the result of their examination. 


ARTICLE XVI. MEETINGS 
Sec. 1. Annual General Meetings: The Annual General Meeting of the 
members of the Association shall be held on the second Wednesday in June at 8.15 
p-m. at the City of Montreal, or at such other time in each year as the Board of 
Directors may determine. 
Sec. 2. Special General Meetings: Special General Meetings of the Asso- 
ciation may be called at any time by the Board of Directors and shall be called 
at the request, in writing, of any thirty-five members, at such place and hour 
as may be determined by the Board of Directors and indicated in the notice calling 
the Meeting. 
Sec. 3. Quorum: At all general meetings of the Association, a quorum suf- 
ficient for the transaction of business shall consist of not less than twenty (20) 
members in good standing. 
Sec. 4. Notice of Meetings: Notice of General Meetings of the Association 
shall be given ‘by mailing the same by ordinary, registered or other post as the 
Board of Directors may determine to each member to his last address appearing 
in the records of the Association at least 15 days before the date fixed for such 
meeting. The notice shall specify in general terms the nature of the business to be 
transacted at the meeting. 
Such notice may be effected by insertion in the official publication of the Associa- 
tion. 
Sec. 5. Contents of Notice: Decisions reached at meetings of the Associa- 
tion shall be binding on all members provided that no matter affecting the general 
welfare of the Association or its relations to other bodies shall be voted upon, unless 
it has been specially mentioned in the notice calling the meeting. 
Sec. 6. Board of Directors Meetings: Meetings of the Board of Directors 
shall be held monthly during the Academic Year, a minimum of nine meetings 
being held annually, at such times and places as the Board may determine. Special 
meetings may be held by decision of the Board or by call of the President or the 
Executive Committee. Notice of monthly meetings shall be given by ordinary post 
mailed to each Director at least ten (10) clear days in advance and notice of spe- 
(Continued on page 16) 
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cial meetings at least two (2) clear days in advance of the date of meeting. 

Sec. 7. Executive Committee Meetings: Meetings of the Executive Com- 
mittee shall be held at such time and place as may be determined by it or on call 
of the President. 

Sec. 8. Voting by Proxy: ‘There shall be no voting by proxy. 


ARTICLE XVII. ELECTIONS 
Sec. 1. Where two or more candidates are nominated for any office in the 
Association, membership of the Board or representation of the Association on the 
Board of Governors, election shall be conducted by ballot. 
Sec. 2. The Board of Directors shall appoint three scrutineers, whose duty shall 
be to count the votes and to report the result of the ballot through the President, 
to the body concerned. 
Sec. 3. The candidates receiving the largest number of votes shall be deemed 
elected. In the event of an equal division of votes the chairman of the meeting 
shall have a casting vote in addition to his vote as an ordinary member. 
Sec. 4. The newly elected officers of the Association and members of the Board 
of Directors shall assume their duties at the close of the Annual Meeting immedia- 
tely following their election. 
Members elected as the Association’s representatives on the Board of Governors 
shall assume their duties on the date of their election. 


ARTICLE XVIII. VOTING 
With exception of the procedure herein above related as regard elections, all other 
questions submitted to any meeting shall be decided in the first instance by a show 
of hands. 
After a show of hands the chairman may require, or any member in good standin: 
present in person and entitled to vote may demand a poll. 
Unless a poll be so required or demanded a declaration by the chairman of the 
meeting that a resolution has been carried or carried by a particular majority, or 
not carried, and an entry to that effect in the minutes of the proceedings at the 
meeting shall be sufficient evidence of the fact without proof of the number or 
proportion of votes recorded in favour of or against such resolution. 
A demand for a poll may be withdrawn at any time prior to the taking of the poll. 
A pool on the question shall be taken in such manner as the Chairman of the 
meeting shall direct. 


ARTICLE XIX. ADJOURNMENT 
The Chairman may, with the consent of any meeting, adjourn the same from time 
to time and no notice of such adjournment need by given to the members thereof 
except that when a meeting is adjourned for thirty (30) days or more, notice of 
the adjourned meeting shall be given as in the case of an ordinary meeting. Any 
business may be brought before or dealt with at the original meeting in accordance 
with the notice calling such original meeting. 


ARTICLE XX. OFFICIAL PUBLICATION 

The official publication of the Association shall be known as the “‘Postgrad” and 
shall be published at least quarterly. 

The editorial and business management of this publication shall be vested in the 
Board of Directors. 

ARTICLE XXI. SEAL 

The corporated seal of the Association shall consist of two concentric circles bet- 
ween which shall appear the words: ““The Association of Alumni of Sir George 
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Williams College”, and in the center of which shall appear the words: “Incorpo- 
rated Quebec” with the year or incorporation. 


ARTICLE XXII. AFFIDAVITS & DECLARATIONS 
The officers of the Association and such other person or persons as the Board of 
Directors may appoint, or any of them, or any member of the Board of Directors, 
are authorized and empowered to appear and make answer for the Association to 
all writs, orders, and interrogatories upon articulated facts issued out of any court, 
to declare for on behalf of the Association in answer to writs of attachment by way 
of garnishment in which the Association is garnishee, to make all affidavits and 
sworn declarations in connection therewith or in connection with any and all judi- 
cial proceedings to which the Association in a party, to make petitions in bank- 
ruptcy or for winding up orders upon any of the debtors of the Association, and to 
attend and vote at all meetings of creditors and grant proxies in connection there- 
with. 
ARTICLE XXIII. CONTRACTS 

All contracts, agreements, deeds and other documents required for the purpose of 
the Association’s business may be signed on behalf of the Association by the Presi- 
dent, 1st, Vice-President or 2nd Vice-President and a member of the Board of 
Directors, or by any other person appointed generally or specially for the purpose 
by the Board of Directors, and the seal of the Association may be affixed thereto 
by any person authorized to sign the same. 


ARTICLE XXIV. BANKING 
Cheques, drafts, promissory notes and other instruments of a similar nature shall 
be signed or endorsed by such officer or officers of the Association or such other 
persons as the Board of Directors shall from time to time direct. 


ARTICLE XXV. WAIVER 

All resolutions of the Executive Committee or of the Directors or of the members 
of the Association, as well as of any Committee or sub-committee of the Associa- 
tion, shall be passed at a duly convened meeting thereof, save and except that the 
signatures of two-thirds of the Executive Committee or the Directors or the mem- 
bers of any Committee or sub-committee of the Association (as the case may be) 
to such resolution or other action, shall give to such resolution or other action the 
same force and effect as if the same had been adopted by the Executive Commit- 
tee, the Directors or by such Committee or sub-committee (as the case may be) 
at a meeting thereof duly called for the purpose of considering the same. 


ARTICLE XXVI. AMENDMENT 

The Board of Directors may, from time to time, enact or pass by-laws not contrary 
to law or to the charter of the Association and may repeal, amend or re-enact by- 
laws of the Association. 

Subject to the provisions of the laws governing the Association, every such by-law 
and every repeal, amendment or re-enactment of a by-law, unless in the meantime 
confirmed at a Special General Meeting of the Association duly called for that 
purpose, shall only have force and effect until the next Annual General Meeting 
of the Club, and in default of confirmation thereat shall, at and from that time, 
cease to have force.

Zealand.

One hundred and twenty-six graduates were granted degrees at the college’s 
annual fall convocation in the Salvation Army Citadel on Nov. 28. This class of 
graduates brought the total for 1959 to 466. 

Speaking of college expansion, Dean Robert C. Rae commented, “Since oc- 
cupying the new college building on Drummond St. in 1956, Sir George Williams 
College enrollment has risen from 4125 to 6214. There are 4,500 of our 6,000 
students registered in the evening division which means that they are students 
from five to eight years rather than the customary four full years for day students. 

“Tn the next two or three years our graduating classes will reflect this increas- 
ed enrollment. In this same period total enrollment in the College and its five 
schools has grown from 9723 to 13,126.
